QUEBEC SCHOOLS 
RE-EVALUATE

A complete re-elevalution of the 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students (NFCUS) 
was the feature of a week-end con- 
ference of the Quebec region of 
the Federation, held at Sir George 
Williams College. 


McGill, Sir George, Bishops and 
Laval discussed NFCUS under the 
following headlines: objectives, 
projects and realisations, budgets, 
organization and execution, ,and 
then offered some solutions and 
possible action. 


McGill was represented by 
NFCUS Chairman, Dan Usher. 
|: NFCUS National President, 
Doug Burns, said that the aims of 
the federation were to break down 
barriers to national unity and that 
by sponsoring debates, founding 
the Canadian University Press 
(CUP) and by promoting a gen- 
eral exchange of ideas, NFCUS is 
still carrying out the aims set for 
it in 1926. 





References to McGill’s recent 
dropping of NFCUS popped up 
throughout the conference and Na- 
tional Secretary, Jean-Yves Pilon 
said at one point that although the 
federation was affected by McGill’ 
action, McGill would be the one 
to suffer, 


In a general summing up at the 
end of the two day meet the McGill 
delegation said that they hoped the 
federation would achieve great suc- 
cess and that McGill would be fol- 
lowing the Federation’s activities, 
especially the scholarship and stu- 
dent discount campaigns, with 
great interest.

bates. 

Alison Knox, John Fraser, Garth 
‘Mosher and Joseph Nuss made up 
the two teams representing Mc- 
Gill, while Professor Dudek of the 
English Department went along to 
act as one of the judges. Each 
team debated six times on the 
United States national topic for 
this year: recognition of Red 
China. 

Mosher and Nuss had been as- 
signed the affirmative by the Mc- 
Gill Debating Union, and Miss 
Knox and Fraser the negative.

In Political Science, in 
History, in all but the higher years of English 
Literature, the examinations consist of “True or 
False” on “Multiple Choice’ questions. Philoso- 
phy, we were told, is the only subject left where 
examinations all consisted of essay questions. 


This type of examination, if skillfully cons- 
tructed, is as hard or harder than an essay-type 
examinations, But it is a distortion of emphasis, 
and, we think, has dangerous implications. 


Surely it is more important that a student be 
able to describe what happened at the Versailles 
Conference than that he should know the name 
of the chief Albanian delegate. Surely it is more 
important that a student be able to write an ac- 
count of events and their significance in concise

Banning ideas does not remedy

|Trial Marriage? 


Mr, Kushner’s article on trial marriage presents an argument 
which deserves serious consideration. His proposal arises from a 
genuine concern over the breakdown of modern marriages, and the sug- 
gests a remedy in good faith and without polemics. Thus I do not feel 
moved to denounce him, but rather to explain why I differ. 


Question of Facts 
‘My first difference is a question of facts, Mr. Kushner believes 
that two people living under the arrangement of trial marriage & so 
“under all the existing conditions of wedlock”, But surely one crucial 
condition would be lacking: the couple would not have pledged them- 
selves to each other for life. 


No will to persevere 
This factor in the situation is what provides most young couples 
with the will to persevere through the conflicts which nearly always 


| arise during the first years of marriage. Such conflicts are almost in- 


evitable, for men and women marry what they believe is their ideal, 
and then have to learn both to change tthemselves for the other and to 
love the real person rather than the ideal, 

These conflicts would arise in a trial marriage as well, but without 
this crucial incentive to adjustment. In real marriage each person has 
deliberately taken on a moral responsibility to make a go of it, come 
what may — to forgive without limit. In a trial marriage no such 
committal is made, and consequently few would succeed; the trial is 
not really a fair trial. { 

My second difference with Mr. Kushner arises from his attitude to 
science. He apparently believes that scientific experiment is an ade- 


:| quate method not only in the study of intimate personal relations, but 


in his own personal involvement in intimate personal relations. Now 
there is obviously a place for calculating the probability of a success- 
ful marriage on the basis of known facts, but beyond calculation lies 
committal and trust. 


True love Impossible 

Where these are hemmed in by deliberate and cautious experimen- 
tation with another person, true love becomes impossible; people be- 
come only things ‘to be used. In a trial marriage, a man and a woman 
would simply be using one another, paying cach other with sexual 
pleasure and human companionship. 

Scientific experiment, as an attitude in one’s own intimate personal 
relations, rules out love, for love issues in trust and committal or it is 
not love. The poets as well as the moralists of the ages bear witness 
to this. And, as a Christian, I believe that the ultimate reality is a 
loving God who has committed Himself to men, regardless of the cost. 
Christian marriage is modelled on the convenant-love of God; “Christ- 
ian trial marriage” jis a self-contradictory expression. 

Human Goals 

My final difference with Mr. Kushner has to do with human needs 
and goals. For ‘him, it seems, the fundamental evil is pain and the su- 
preme goal is some sort of happiness. 

For me, the fundamental evil is human self-centredness and the 
supreme goal is that human beings should ‘reflect the character of God. 
Trial marriage seems wrong to me, not only because I believe it would 
in the long run increase human misery, but because it would reinforce 
human self-centredness rather than weaken it... ; 

] may perhaps have misunderstood him, and would certainly wel- 
come his correcticns and criticism.

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IN CLOSE TITLE MEET

TORONTO, Ont., Feb. 26 — A fighting, game McGill swimming |: 
team today went down to defeat at Hart House pool in the most thrill- 
ing and the most closely contested Intercollegiate Swimming Meet 
in history. Toronto Varsity Blues became collegiate champions by 
winning the final relay to erase a one-point lead the Red squad held 
at the end of the penultimate event. Western University, a pre-meet 
favorite in many circles, showed a strong, but poorly balanced team, 
and they had to settle for third place in the three-college competition.

Stulac, who is one of the top 
scorers for the Varsit basketball 
aggregation, by a curious coinci- 
dence had a “run-in” with his 
hoopla coach this weekend and he 
was allowed to “voluntarily leave 
the basketballers”, hence rendering 
him eligible for the swim meet, 
since collegiate rules allow a man 
to participate in only one Intercol- 


. legiate sport per season. George 


won the 60-yard free-style, placed 
second to Kishino in the century

Kishino, however, was the man 
who stole the show. Lloyd not only 
beat out the highly-rated Stulac in 
the 100-yard Free Style in the 
superb time of 56 seconds flat, but 
he also set a new Intercollegiate 
meet record in the 150-yard Indi- 
vidual Medley with a clocking of 
1:36.8.
